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Seaport Village To Close June 30 

CVS Proposal ''Up in the Air"

Seaport Village Ice Cream and Coffee Shoppe 
business owner Louise Vandel knows her customers. Each 
morning she anticipates the 6:00 am arrival of longtime 
customer Billy Dumas, and can list the names of the 
retired folks who arrive promptly at 8:00 am or 8:30 am 
each morning for their breakfast fix - and for daily doses 
of companionship. 

"When we don't see someone for a few days, we 
call them see if they're okay It's very personalized," Ms. 
Vandel said. The friendships formed over the years, and 
her relationships with her clientele, represent "the only 
regret I have" about her recent decision to close shop 
on June 30. In anticipation of the big day, she is selling 
commemorate mugs to mark the passing of an era, a time 
when many people returned morning after morning to 
visit with friends and enjoy a meal under her roof. 

Ms. Vandel acquired the Seaport Village in 1994 
from longtime owner Charlie Prefontaine in the days 
when the store was a pharmacy outfitted with a small 
counter where coffee was dispensed. During her time, she 
tore down the wall to expand the operation, and began 
offering a wide array of breakfast and lunch food. 
Ms. Vandel remembers customer comments when she 
decided to add tables and chairs to the business: '"No 
one's every going to sit there. We're bar people!'" She 
joked that nowadays, the bar stools are empty and the

tables are brimming with people. 

"I'm going to miss [Seaport] ... It has a great 
following," said one of those people, longtime customer 
William Colly er." He remarked that "all the [menu items] 
are my favorite" but in particular will miss Ms. Vandel's 
coleslaw. 

"I've made wonderful friendships," Ms. Vandel 
reflected - recalling relationships she has enjoyed with 
people of all stripes - from plumbers, electricians, 
carpenters, town employees, golfing ladies to old-time 
locals. She has seen many old timers pass away during 
her time at Seaport Village, and said she considered 
painting little stars for each departed soul on the 
restaurant's sky-colored ceiling. "It would fill at least half 
the ceiling," she said. 

She also remarked on her relationships with Seaport 
Village staff. "I've seen [employees] go on to finish 
college, and later have babies," she said. 

Last winter, property owner Wayne Walega - who 
owns the 1.3-acre of land on the North Street /Route 6 that 
includes Seaport Village, Mayhew Valet Pro Cleaners, the 
U.S. Post Office, and a single-family residence - revealed 
that CVS Pharmacy approached him about possibly 
opening a store on that site. If that happens, everything 
but the U.S. Post Office - which recently signed a five- 
year lease - would be torn down to accommodate a new 
store. 

Ms. Vandel acknowledged that the possibility of a 
CVS influenced her decision - but not by much. 
"With the economy as it is. . . and the fact I'm a bit older, 
it's time. I can't keep up with the pace much longer," she 
said, although she intends to continue operating her other 
food business on the Mattapoisett wharf. 

Although there is much chatter about a possible 
CVS - property owner of the potential site, Wayne 
Walega, said that "it's still up in the air" at this point. 
He is waiting to hear from the pharmacy chain as to

whether it deems the site as feasible and appropriate - 
and said that even if a contract were signed, it would take 
a minimum of 400 days from that point before the store 
comes to fruition. 
''It's a long process/' he said. 

In the meantime, Mr. Walega said, "I wish [Ms. 
Vandel] well in her retirement. It will be a loss." He is 
hoping to find another similar business to take up the 
lease - in the hope that the morning hangout spot will 
continue to feed bellies and friendships - at least until a 
determination is made whether CVS will move forward as 
the new tenant of the site. 

"I'm hoping to [hear from CVS] in the very near 
future," he said. 

And if the CVS proposal successfully moves 
forward, it will reside on property that once housed a 
pharmacy - coming full circle, to the pleasure of some, 
upset of others.

officers and six members/' said Tom Dexter, Master of the 
Lodge. 'Today, we have nine officers and approximately 
110 members.'' According to Mr. Dexter, the masons 
originally met in a building, now long gone, near the Burr 
Brothers Boats property on Front Street. 

The lodge was established in July of 1861, near 
the start of the Civil War. In 1911, the newly built lodge on 
Spring Street was dedicated. 

"John D. Allen was the first Master of the lodge," 
said Mr. Dexter. "One of the guests at our first meeting 
was Benjamin Spooner Briggs, Captain of the Mary 
Celeste ghost ship." According to Mr. Dexter, Captain 
Briggs was a mason and a member of the St. John's 
Masonic Lodge in Gibraltar and came to the Marion lodge

meetings when he was in town. 

Captain Briggs lived in a home where Rose 
Cottage Lane is located. Two stone pillars at the two 
homes that border Rose Cottage Lane mark the entry 
point to what was once Captain Briggs' land and home. 

A walk around the lodge includes viewing many 
photographs of members past, with familiar surnames 
like Hiller, Briggs and Allen, some of whose ancestors 
are members today. Back in 1861 through the early 1900s, 
Lodge members and guests came from New Bedford and 
Boston and arrived by train or horse and carriage. 

"We have records going back to 1861,'' said 
Mr. Dexter, who is reviewing and taking photographs 
of various documents for the anniversary booklet. The 
records and important photographs will be put in a 
fireproof safe. According to Mr. Dexter, the Masonic 
building was the first building in Marion to be built with 
electrical wiring incorporated into the construction. 

"Once electricity became available, existing 
buildings were retro-fitted with wiring. Ours was the 
first building to actually incorporate it right into the 
structure," he said. Construction started in 1908 and 
was completed in 1911. Some of the original electrical 
boxes were kept intact for posterity and the historical 
significance of the building. Last October, the mosaic 
murals at the entry to the building were replaced 
in anticipation of the two upcoming anniversary 
celebrations. The beautiful wood interior stairway in 
the three-story building is also being refinished as well 
as other projects to get ready for a public open house in 
October. 

Members have been compiling facts, figures, 
historical information, old records of meetings, 
photographs and other memorabilia to be combined in a 
commemorative booklet which will be available at their

Asphalt Plant Approval Appealed

After six months of hearings, including 10 public 
hearings and numerous expert testimonies weighing 
in on the impact of a proposed asphalt plant, the 
Rochester Planning Board had unanimously approved its 
construction last month - but an appeal filed last week 
throws into question whether it will get built. 

Edgewood Development developer Gerry 
LoRusso originally put forth his proposal for a 
bituminous asphalt plant on a 5.3-acre site off King's

Highway on November 17, 2010. After a slight delay 
in getting the public hearings off the ground, the first 
active public hearing in January attracted more than 60 
people upset at the prospect of a second asphalt plant 
in Rochester - although the plant would be built in an 
industrial zone. 

Led by Attorney Benjamin Tymann of Mintz 
Levin, a group of abutters - including two nearby 
residents and Todesca Realty Trust - had opposed the 
plants' construction and voiced strong opposition to the 
proposal, bringing in a string of experts who asserted, 
among other things, that the plant would violate state 
noise regulations, visually impact the neighborhood, boost 
traffic circulation, create unpleasant odors, and violate

a town bylaw that stipulates that no new industrial 
development could adversely impact home values of 
nearby residents. 

In its approval, the Planning Board attached 
numerous conditions, including the addition of a sound 
barrier wall, a misting system, daily debris cleanup, 
compliance with state emission regulations, restricted 
operation time from April to November with a cap of 50 
days per year for night work, among other conditions. 

However, that was not enough for some of the 
abutters, including Michael and Carol D'Acci of 119 
King's Highway - who are listed in the appeal submitted 
by Mintz Levin on June 10 to the Plymouth Land Court. 
The owner of Rochester Bituminous, Paul Todesca, also 
is named as a plaintiff, as well as Brandon and Krytstle 
Empey and Kyle and Jo-Ellen Thompson, residents of 
homes owned by Todesca Realty Trust that are about 300 
yards away from the proposed plant. 

In the appeal, Mintz Levin listed a number 
of concerns about the process leading to the plant's 
approval - including email communication between 
Planning Board members that led to a Open Meeting Law 
Complaint, and concerns about the objectivity of board 
member Bendrix Bailey. 

"Mr. Bailey's aggressive advocacy for Edgewood 
and his bias against the abutters and neighbors infected 
the entire Planning Board proceeding, and its decision," 
the complaint stated. Also, the plaintiffs argued that the

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Planning Board did not fully take into account documents 
testifying to the plant's potential impact. Also, it argued 
that the approval is contrary to a town by-law that state 
''no such use is permitted which would be detrimental of 
offensive or tend to reduce property values in the same of 
adjoining district." 

The complaint went on to say that the Planning 
Board's conditions are insufficient to mitigate the 
proposed plant's "detrimental" impacts - including 
its effect on aesthetics, sound levels, traffic conditions, 
smoke, dust and odor. 

Although Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson could not discuss the pending litigation in 
detail, he noted that the board offered the abutters' 
unprecedented time and consideration to hear out their 
concerns about the plant. He said many special meetings 
were held to accommodate testimony from experts 
brought in by Mintz Levin - and that much of this 
testimony directly resulted in conditions attached to the 
approval. 

"Officially, I believe that the decision was very 
well thought out and deliberated on. I stand by the 
board's decision and the process to get there," he said. 

Timothy Higgins of Edgewood Development said 
he had no comment as he did not receive copies of the 
appeal until press time.

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attended hearings and voiced strong opposition to the 
plant, but they did not join onto the appeal. 
When asked over the phone why he is not participating 
in the appeal, Mr. Millett said, "Fm not at liberty to say.'' 
Likewise, Mr. Higgins of Edgewood Development also 
would not comment on Mr. Millet's lack of participation 
in the suit. 

Another Marion Fireworks Cliff hanger

Fewer than two weeks before Independence Day, 
it remains unclear if the Marion Fireworks Committee 
will be able to harness the financial resources necessary 
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to hold the annual Third of July fireworks display over 
Sippican Harbor on Silvershell Beach. 

With nearly $23,000 short of the required $39,257 
budget to put on the show, Marion Fireworks Committee 
Chairman Chris Collings put forth a request for the 
town to cover the balance using free cash monies if the 
committee is unable to raise the entire amount. At a 
Selectmen meeting on Tuesday, June 21, he told that board 
that while $16,285 is currently available in the fireworks 
account, a number of people have offered verbal 
commitments that put the shortfall more accurately at 
about $12,000. 

'T can't promise what those numbers would 
be,'' Mr. Collings said. "What I'm asking tonight is the 
Selectmen provide us some breathing room by offering 
to cover the deficit. . . I think a best effort has been made, 
but in this year, it needs a little help." The fireworks 
committee chairman added that considerable efforts 
have been made to encourage donations, and that some 
businesses have agreed to use collection boxes to bring in 
as much cash as possible. 

Selectman Roger Blanchette expressed hesitancy 
in allowing the town to take on a possible deficit. He 
pointed out that four years ago, they funded a deficit and 
he said he didn't want to do it again. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson reluctantly 
advised against granting the request, noting that town 
residents defeated an article to fund the fireworks at the 
2010 annual meeting. 

"I would have to recommend the Board take a 
vote to not have the fireworks display this year. I don't 
make this recommendation easily," Mr. Dawson said. 
"The townspeople do not want money spent on the 
fireworks display. . . even if the board wanted to vote for 
it, we don't have the appropriation for it."

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Mr. CoUings made an appeal to the Board that 
the event is an essential ingredient to the Marion summer.

would still owe about $23,000 per the contract. 

As The Wanderer went to print, it remained up in 
the air whether the committee could bring in adequate 
donations to cover this cost. 

''It's a tough decision to make. Families come 
from miles around, and it's always a cliffhanger," Marion 
Selectman Jon Henry said. The last time the event had 
been canceled was seven years ago. 

Whether or not the committee brings in that 
amount, funds are still needed to make up funding gaps 
so the show can go on. 

In an interview days before the Selectmen 
hearing, Mr. CoUings said that families have offered 
especially large, generous donations at the final hour, but 
he is not expecting that to continue this year. 

"There had always been someone in the wings. 
During the past six or seven years, there have been four 
cases of families offering extraordinary gifts . . . but we 
have seen the last of that for a little while," Mr. CoUings 
said. Last year, he said one family gave an anonymous 
$10,000 donation to keep the event alive. 

Mr. CoUings said that while the committee is 
receiving some generous contributions, the "rank and 
file" donations of $25 or $35 have largely been absent. 
As "keeper of the spreadsheet", he has noticed that 
contributions from regular working families are lower 
than usual, likely due to the budgetary challenges faced 
during these rougher economic times. 

"I know how tough it is. I respect anyone's 
donation, no matter the amount," he said. 

In the meantime, Mr. CoUings is working his 
hardest to ensure that the fireworks remain a reality this 
summer. "My fingers and toes are crossed," he said. For 
now, he said, "We have to go hat in hand."

The trees, located on property owned by 
Thomas and Jackie Grondski, are included in an area that 
is protected by a "scenic way'' bylaw, requiring a public 
hearing before the applicants can go forward with their 
plan to remove them.

and sent letters of concern about the tree removal, and 
requested further investigation into the viability of the 
trees, which the Grondskis claimed to be diseased and 
dangerous. 

Abutter and Randall Lane landowner. Crystal 
Medeiros, said that the trees added to the ambiance of 
the area, which includes a one-lane stone bridge. She 
said that the trees contributed to the fact that the bridge 
"is one of the most historic and photographed structures 
in Mattapoisett". She asked that the applicants consider 
trimming and removal only in regards to the trees' health, 
and also asked the applicants to consider replacing any 
removed tree. 

Abutter Philip Dixon of 3 Randall Road claimed 
that the applicants had removed ''hundreds" of trees on 
their property over the past year and had not replaced 
any of them. In a letter to the board, Mr. Dixon said, "The 
continued removal of trees is reducing the value of my 
family's home by exponential amounts." He also asked 
the applicants to go forward conservatively, considering 
planting new trees if they had to remove existing ones. 

Tree Warden Roland Cote weighed into the 
discussion. According to Mr. Cote, one of the trees "had 
seen better days" and was likely in need of removal. The 
second tree, located close to the Randall Road entrance, 
just needed some trimming and pruning to improve 
its health. Mr. Cote did express concern that one of the 
trees had been labeled with a removal notice without his

The board also discussed and approved a new 
agreement presented by Scott Lemay of United Waste 
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www. f airhavenvillage . com 
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Management, a recycling plant in the process of a $1 
million overhaul including new employee practices, 
drainage improvements and structural improvements. 
"We've been able to increase percentages of recycling and 
handle single-stream recycling,'' Mr. Lemay said, adding 
that the facility has already created 12 to 13 jobs and plans 
to create about eight more positions soon. 

In the Tow^n Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera said that all five towns supporting Old Colony 
approved funds to update the school's roof and science 
lab. 

Mr. LaCamera notified the board that the town is 
working with Marion to modify payment arrangements 
for the beach lifeguard. He said the town of Marion had 
doubled what it charged Rochester in the past, and he had 
approached Marion's town administrator, Paul Dawson, 
about the unanticipated increase. The town administrators 
agreed to allow Rochester to continue paying what it had 
during the past year, and will rework Rochester's formal 
agreement after fiscal year 2012. 

Debi Ladd, Chairperson of the Historic District 
Commission (HDC), then approached the board regarding 
its failure to reappoint members. At a previous meeting, 
the board opted not to reappoint members because the 
commission did not have three members from the district. 

"I'm disappointed that the [HDC] did not get 
a formal letter about the lack of reappointment," Ms. 
Ladd said. "I know that the majority of the board is 
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against the district, but the town has spoken twice [not to 
eliminate the HDC at town meeting]. It seems like we're 
going to stay around/' She went on to notify the board 
that two district residents have requested to join the 
board. Although it falls short of the requirement of three 
members, she said the district has never had all three 
district members as it is nearly impossible to find that 
number of volunteers from such a small pool of residents.

resident and Trees and Parks Committee member Margie 
Baldwin to discuss ongoing issues with litter on the 
roadways in town. Ms. Baldwin, who was one of many 
residents who participated in a spring clean-up, said that 
the committee, in conjunction with the Sippican Lands 
Trust (SLT), was reaching out to the board for help in a 
town-wide litter awareness campaign. 

"It's a year round problem as soon as we clean 
up the road, it's littered again,'' said Ms. Baldwin. She 
said that a beautification effort and help from school-aged 
children would boost town pride and reduce the pollution 
problem.

agreed Chairman Henry. The board voted to dissolve the 
committee with the intention of reconstituting it at a later 
date. 

Under action items, the board: 

• Signed water commitments and water credits. 

• Approved a one-day, all-alcohol license for the 
Marion Social Club for a Chicken Bake on July 10.

Zone of the Flood Hazard District''. Mr. Barnes said that 
approximately seven acres of fill will raise the elevation 
as much as three-and-a-half feet along Front Street and 
would act as a barrier to the flood flow, causing storm 
surge onto his property and neighbors.

Tabor Field Hearing Rescheduled 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Marion residents will need to wait another month 
before weighing in on Tabor Academy's proposal to 
add four 90-foot lights to the corners of its athletic fields 
between Spring and Front Street. The lights are one part 
of a major overhaul of the fields, which would include 
new turf and stadium seating. 

The public was supposed to meet with school 
representatives at the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals' 
June 16 meeting. However, in the interest of gathering 
more information. Chairman Robert Wedge said that a 
meeting continuation was required. The board voted to 
postpone the meeting to July 21 at 7:30 pm. 

Tabor Academy's proposed project has been the 
subject of some controversy because state law allows 
the school to bypass Planning Board permitting for 
education-related construction. Specifically, under the 
Dover Amendment, a nonprofit educational corporation 
can build structures (in this case, field improvements) 
without adhering to local zoning rules given that it fosters 
an educational purpose. However, the local ZBA can 
provide input on such a project. 

Mr. Wedge said that he is expecting many

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Ji Green Monster

Green Lantern, Starring Ryan Reynolds and Blake Lively. 
Directed by Martin Campbell. Running time: 105 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The Book of Revelations was made for movies like 
Green Lantern, specifically this passage: "I know thy works, 
that thou art neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold or hot. 
So then because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, I will spue thee out 
of my mouth." That pretty much sums up 
Green Lantern, and in general the works 
of its director Martin Campbell, which are 
neither cold nor hot. I would they wert — 
uh, were. Here's a movie about a superhero 
who can use a special ring to turn energy 
into matter, in any shape he wants, and the 
script never rides on the potential absurdity 
of that. 

The Green Lantern of the comics 
used to make big green boxing gloves and 
whatnot come out of his ring. In the one 

really fun sequence here, he envelops a falling helicopter inside 
a big green race car, then sends it tootling around a big green 
racetrack. Otherwise, kind of boring stuff. You'd think a Green 
Lantern played by snark expert Ryan Reynolds would enjoy 
defeating his foes with, say, a big green duck, if for no better 
reason than that you'd have to go through life knowing you'd 
gotten your ass handed to you by a big green duck. Reynolds 
brings a certain Gen-Y panache, though he probably needed 
more moments where his Hal Jordan just leans back and realizes 
how weird his life is now. After all, he's mentored by various 
other Green Lanterns of varying colors and sizes, who in turn 
take their orders from blue-skinned bosses who look to have 
gotten the short end of the CGLbudget stick. 

Superhero movies have become CGI demo reels, 
and we go for long stretches wherein nothing organic is on 
the screen at all, except for the occasional green- screened 
actor (though, in the case of bland love interest Blake Lively, 
"organic" is debatable). So we watch as things that don't 
exist bash into other things that don't exist. You really need 



filmmakers who can have/wn with this, acknowledging the 
unreality of the sequences and dialing it up to 11, and if any 
movie were fertile soil for that sort of phantasmagoria, the 
tale of a man who can make anything with his ring would be 
it. I mean, one doesn't look to a film called Green Lantern for 
seriousness, though the script blunders in that direction with 
its theme that will power must trump fear. Yes, it must, except 
in the stockholder rooms of a studio that has invested north of 
$200 million. 

Green Lantern is Peter Sarsgaard's movie, if it's 
anybody's. He plays Dr. Hector Hammond, a dweeby scientist 
whose exposure to alien DNA turns him into a creature 
resembling Lester Bangs on an epic bender. Sarsgaard has an 
amusing habit of standing with his head bowed even before 
the mutation that enlarges his brain, as 
though his skull were weighed down with 
knowledge and resentment (his senator dad, 
smarmily played by Tim Robbins, prefers 
the jockish pilot Hal Jordan over him). 
Sadly, though, Hammond isn't quite allowed 
to be the scenery-gnashing villain of the 
piece; the Green Lantern Corps have bigger 
fish to fry, in the form of a vicious alien 
made entirely of fear. This is not the entity 
FDR warned us against; it appears to be, 
in the words of several esteemed critics, a 
massive and malevolent fart. 
Visually, the movie may well be colorful and gorgeous. 
I wouldn't know, since I saw it in 3D, which — in my theater, 
anyway — threw a dim blanket over everything. (This hasn't 
been nearly as much of an issue with other 3D flicks I've caught 
recently, like Thor.) There's a scene with Ryan Reynolds and 
Blake Lively conversing at dusk that might as well be a radio 
play. The action scenes likewise suffer, as do the obviously 
expensive off- world sequences on Oa, the planet where the 
Green Lanterns hang out. Your 2D mileage may vary, but 
under such conditions this was the ugliest movie I've paid to 
see in some time. I know this can't be the fault of the gifted 
cinematographer Dion Beebe, so I choose to blame it on the 
glasses. I can't blame the script on them, though — the least 
expensive part of the movie, emerging from four credited 
writers who, in disregard of the comic-book lore, didn't even 
have the wit to show Hal Jordan's ring failing to work against 
something colored yellow. Otherwise we'd have to ask why the 
alien yellow fear fart thing isn't invulnerable to Hal's powers, 
and there goes the movie.
